Madrid, July 21.—A scml-offlclal note 


lias 'jcen published here explaining t*o 
circumstances, from a Spanish stand- 
point, of the surrender of Santiago do 
Cuba. It declares that the letter which 
Gen. Tornl "Is alleged to have written 
to Gen. Shatter" Is aprocryphal, as the 
telegraphic version contains a state- 
ment which It Is Impossible for Gen. 
Toral to have made, because It Is un- 
true that his government authorized 
him to capitulate." 


The note continues: 
"What hap- 


pened was that the war ministers re- 
ceived two telegrams 'from Capt,-Gen. 
Blanco. The first described Gen. Tor- 
al's position, which was most pitiful, 
because of the want of provisions and 
ammunition. 
It ulso detailed 
the 


enemy's proposals. In the second tele- 
gram Capt.-Gen. Blanco gave the terms 
of the capitulation and requested In- 
struction. The war minister replied to 
loth telling Capt.-Gen. Blanco to leave 
every Initiative to Gen. Toral, for it 
was Impossible to recommend any oth- 
er line of conduct. Gen. Toral accord- 
ingly acted as ho thought advisable, 
and would explain before a court-mar- 
tial the motives which induced him to 
capitulate." 


An official dispatch from Capt.-Gen. 


Blanco announces that the greatest cn- 
thuslasm prevails there, and that the 
feeling In favor of resisting the "Yan- 
Ijco" Is universal. It further asserts 
that the commanders of tho volunteer 
forces, at a conference under tho pres- 
idency of Gen. Arolas, military gov- 
ernor of Havana, resolved to "exhaust 
their resources and die rather thnn 
surrender." 


The American warships, the dispatch 


•says, aro off Mansanlllo, apparently 
awaiting Instructions, but tho bom- 
'jbarUment has not been resumed. 


I Gen. Parreja, the Spanish comman- 
der at Gimntanamo, refuses to be In- 
cluded In tho "capitulation" of Santi- 
ago de Cuba. 
According to Spanish 


law, a commander can surrender the 
troops which ho personally commands, 
"but he cannot oblige other commanders 
.•at distant points, even though under 
'his authority, to follow suit. Conao- 
•qucntly It la held here that the "ca- 
pitulation" comprises only about 7,000 
troops actually at Santiago.

"If President McKinley had effected 


an understanding or tacit alliauco with 
Great Britain, as was proposed tho oth- 
er day by Sir Julian Pauucefote, ho 
•would hava niado a great and almost ir- 
reparable blunder. 
Fortunately tho 


president was too astuto to bo caught in 
such a trap." 


Tho foregoing words wero spoken to 


mo by nu important member of tho diplo- 
matic corps, tho representative of one 
of tho great nations of Europe, and nonio 
valuable information concerning tho at- 
titude and relations of tho various for- 
eign powers was given by tho diplo- 
matist who is quoted abovo. 


"Russia has an understanding with 


Spain that should Japan threaten tha 
Philippines tho ozar will interfere ac- 
tively," bo said. "This entente, not bo 
ing generally known, caused tho cxpres 
Bion of the imperial pnrposa of Russia 
in tho Videmosti on Nov. 10 to bo 
. much misunderstood. Tho czar, having 
been approached by Spain, announced in 
bis organ: 
" 'Tho minister of foreign affairs re- 


cently informed his excellency tbo em- 
hassador from Spain that in tho oven 
of war between tho United States anil 
Spain growing out of tho Cuban iusur 
roction tha government of tho c?.ar is 
compromised to support neither side 
but will observe a strict neutrality up 
to a certain point.' 


"Tho certain point is that if Japan 


should tako advantage of tho situation 
to seize the Spanish possessions in th 
orient tho czar would f eel himself called 
upon to intervene to prevent tbouggiaii 
dizemeut of Japan. Reasons for thi 
course aro obvious. Reasons aro just a 
obvious why tho czar would romali 
strictly neutral between Spain and th 
United States. 


"It behoovostho United States tit thl 


time to understand tho reason of th 
now alignment of tho powers of En 
ropo," continued the diplomat. "Dnr 
'ing tho last 100 years Great Britain ha 
pursued a policy of aggression. Ever 
spot on earth that seemed capablo o 
only weak defense was bo(ug brongh 
tinder her power. It is not tinrcasouabl 
to assort that had England boon permit- 
ted to carry on her programme for GO 
years moro practically all of Africa, 
the richer parts of Asia and many is- 
lands of tho sea would havo fallen un- 
der her dominion, and sho would havo 
been, strong enough to havo dominated 
tbe world.

• "Individual nations of Europe hod 


begun to fallow her example, but.when 
tho Greek war was deliberately foment- 
ed for tho purpose of embroiling uud 
weakening tha continental sovereignties 
a halt was called, and it was determined 
to oppose to her plans n concert of na- 
tions and to circuinscrilio her audacious 
efforts wherever possible. For this rea- 
son tbo .now triple alliauco has buuii 
formed by Franco, Germany and Russia. 
Peace in Europo they will maintain, 
but tho boundaries of tho British empire 
bavo been stretched to their utmost lim- 
it until she can conquer Europe.
